Upon the making ofthis Order , Mr. George Lil 
burn \ittipg at the Committee (and being one ofthe 
Committee ) immediately delired a moneths time 
to make his title good ; the which being granted, 
he went thereupon to ondon , and by theday ap- 
pointed, brought with him one Mr. Levit, and Mr. 
Joſtah Primate, who being required by the Com- 
mittee to make good their Title (they and their 
Councel being put upon it to ſhew what title they 
had to the ſaid Collierie ) affirmed by their Coun- 
cell that Mr. #ray had gotten their Evidences, and 


would have had the Committee to have compelled. 


him to have produced his title. But the Committee 
replied, the matter was of very great concernment 
to the Common- wealth ( the Collierie being 
worth 3o0ol. per annum ) and that Mr. Lilbarn had 
made of it, after he had put the State out of poſleſ- 
fion , at leaſt 15 /. per dier, fora year together, as 
they. were informed by thoſe that knew 1t well - 
And therefore durſt not beſo falſe to their truſt, 
as when the State had been in poſleſſion above 
three yeares, to produce Evidences to diveſt the 
State : Befides, what they deſired was ſuch a thing 
as was never heard or granted in any Court, that a 
Plaintiff which ſued for a poſſeſſion of land, ſhould 
deſire the Defendant to make him a Title to out 
himſelfe.

Such * perſons as deſtroy Proprieties , ſubyert 
Lawes and Liberties, procure other men to joyn 
with them 1n unjuſt and unrighteous dealing, vio- 
icntly ſeize upon other mens goods, and by their 
power and Influence ſo ovyer-aw the Courts, as 
that the Judges neither can nor dare doe righteous 
things, &c. What puniſhment js due unto ſuch 
men, few but know : We have ſeverall Examples 
(former and later ) of perfons which have been 
ned, impriſoned, baniſhed, yea put to death for 
fewer and leſler crimes. 

So for Commiſſioners and Under Officers, tx 
j0F4n hand 1n hand with a Tyrant, and ſuffer them- 
ſelves tobe ſo baſely corrupted, as the ordinary 
courſe of proceedings in Courts of Juſtice ts delayed 
and denyed. Make unrighteous decrees , oppreffe 
the poore, pervert judgement. ſerve rhe Jalts, and 
{atisfie the will of corrupt men, &c, No doubt bur 
they * deſerve not onely to be hned, ©:d pur out of 
their place, but ont of the Nation, anc Cominon- 
wealth alſo, and juſtly too.

Powers, And this fo well pleaſed the (c:4itious mul- 
titude, as following their Leaders in Rebellion and 
Treaſon againſt the State, they come at length 
( when it was too Jate) to fee and acknowldge 
their great inſolencies, when deſeryedly they fell 
under the hand of Juſtice. 

Our own Hiſtories yeelds us plentifull of Exam- 
ples 1n this particular: feldome hath there been an 
InſurreCtion 1n the nation, but the Fomenters there- 
of, have ſutly conveyed into the hearts of the peo- 
ple, the poyſon of their tongues and pens this very 
way.
